PORTSMOUTH (Va.),May 30.—Preii- 


dent Roosevelt 
joined the people of 


Virgin!* today in a beautiful and im- 
prenive tribute to the natio'n'* dead. 
Under the auspices of the Army and 
Navy Union, the officers and enlisted 
men of the United States Army and 
Navy, the President delivered the Me- 
morial Day address here to an aud- 
ience numbering thousands. 


Immediately after delivering the ora- 


tion of the day, President Roosevelt 
unveiled a monument erected in the 
naval cemetery by the Army and Navy 
Union to the memory of its dead com- 
rades. 


The procession consisted of several 


thousands of men from the North At- 
lantic fleet. Army and Navy Union, of 
organizations of the Grand Army vet- 
eran*, camp* of Confederate veterans 
and many societies. .At 11 o'clock the 
exercises opened with prayer by Bishop 
Vandvyver of the Catholic diocese of ! 
Richmond. After music fay a military 
band, President Roosevelt was intro- 
duced-by Colonel Edwin Brown.

SPOKANE, Wash., May M._ 


Walla Walla city and county is 
experiencing one of the wont. 
floods in many years. Wheeler 
street, one of the principal busi- 
ness thoroughfares, is flooded to 
a depth of three feet, and several 
residences are filled with water. 
Two bridges in the city have been 
washed out and three others are 
in great danger. The dam of the 
Walla Walla Power Company on 
Walla Walla river, fifteen miles 
from the city, went out this morn- 
ing, cutting off all lights and 
power. Other streams in 
the 


county are outside their banks 
and in many places wheat and 
other farm produce have been 
washed out of the ground. 
A 


number of bridges have been car- 
ried away. 


City officials are preparing to 


dynamite the Fifth street bridge, 
which offers great resistance to 
the rushing waters, causing them 
to back up into the business sec- 
tion of the city. The flood waters 
have invaded the basements of 
some of the largest stores and 
warehouses in the city, and in 
places the water is over a foot 
deep and rushing through the 
city, threatening the destruction 
of some of the principal build- 
ings. Rain hat; been falling in 
this section since Monday noon 
and is still falling. Communica- 
tion with outlying territory hat 
been cut off and the extent of the 
damage in the country cannot be 
learned.

It Is right and proper that 
the man In a high position, whether his 
position be that of a high civilian or- 
ficlal In time of peace or of a high 
military or naval officer In time of 
war, should receive a marked degree 
of credit If he performs his difficult, 
delicate, and responsible task well, and 
should, on the other hand, be held to 
an especially sharp accountability for 
any shortcomings. In any time of cri- 
sis the man in high office in civil 
life, the man In high command In 
military or naval life, can, if he be 
weak or incompetent, paralyze the ac- 
tions of a multitude of brave and able 
men who are under him. 
On the 


other hand, if in intellect, and above 


all, 
in character, he is abie to rise 


level to the need of the moment, he 
may so combine and direct the actions 
of * the many under him as to make 


• heir joint effort irresistible. The first 
duty of a leader, civil or military, Is 
to lead; and he must lead well.

In 
the last analysis it Is the man be- 
hind the ballot who counts most in 
civil life, just as it is the man behind 
the gun who counts most in military 
life. 


"We can not too highly honor the 


memory of the leaders in the civil 
war—of Grant and Lee, of Sherman 
and Johnston, of Stonewall Jackson, 
and Sheridan, of Farragut and of the 
captains who fought under and against 


him. 
But afler all the man upon 


whom the chief credit must rest was 
the plain man in the ranks, the man 
in blue or in gray who went in to see 
the war through, and who did see it 
through. He had the courage to stand

WASHINGTON, May 30.—In 


all of the storm raised over the al-

R. T. Rogers, a white man, once con 
vlcted of the murder of Jesse Brown, but 
whom the courts declared free last week, 
because of former jeopardy, was taken 
from Jail by a mob and hanged to a tele- 
graph pole. 


It Is said that the mob went from Mon- 
roe on a special train over the Vlcksburg. 
Shreveport 
&

Railroad 
and 
numbered twenty-five men, that the men 
forced the Jail, seized the prisoner, ac- 
complished their work before their pres- 
ence was known or any alarm could be 
given and departed aa quietly and quickly 
as they came. There was no excitement 
and no other lawlessness was committed.

around 
Rogers' 
neck and he was dragged from the jail 
through a hole made In the rear wall 
and hanged within a half mile of the 
court house. Few people knew that any- 
thing unusual had happened. 
From Investigation It is learned that 
the train was made up In Monroe, but 
that the mob was organized here and 
composed of Monroe people Is dented.

Fail to Hit Right 


Man. 


BORJON, Trans-Caucasia, May 


30.—An attempt was made on the 
life of General Alikhanoff, Gov- 
ernor-General 
of 
Kutais, 
last 


night as he was about to take a 
tr-iin for Tiflis. The general ar- 
rived at the station surrounded 
by an escort of Cossacks, when 
two bombs were thrown at him 
and exploded in the midst of the 
party, seriously wounding Ali- 
khanoff, a member of his staff, 
and several Cossacks. 
The re- 


mainder of the Cossacks fired in- 
discriminately into the crowd, 
killing many persons. 
In addi- 


tion, the Cossacks burned to the 
ground buildings in the vicinity 
into which the people had fled. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 30. 


General Alikhanoff, the "Paci- 
fier" of Kutais province, is the 
most hated man in the 'Caucasus. 
For several months last fall the 
government was completely in 
the hands of the revolutionists, 
they being in full possession of 
the railroad from the Black Sea 
to Suram tunnel, which they had 
blown up in January. Alikhanoff 
dispatched a column of Cossacks 
who crossed the mountains and 
with fire and sword laid waste the 
fertile Rion valley. The general 
announced, at 
the first town 


reached that he proposed to make 
the people's grandchildren re- 
member his name. His vengeance 
was horrible. Hundreds of the in- 
habitants, mostly Georgians and i 
Iberstians, were slaughtered !>y 
the soldiers and others were exe- 
cuted. 
Man}', of the men were 


driven into the-mountains and thc- 
women were given over to the 
Cossacks. Fifty villages were ab- 
solutely wiped out. The atroci- 
ties committed attracted the at- 
tention of the whole country and 
were the subject of bitter com- 
plaints. 


Alikhanoff 
is 
a 
remarkable 


character. His principal reputa- 
tion is connected with the Rus- 
sians' advance in Central Asia 
and his expedition to the Mur- 
ghab river in 1884-5, known as 
the "Penjdeb incident," brought 
Great Britain and' Russia to the 
verge of war.

BERKELEY, May 30.—A conference 


of clergymen of the Episcopal Convo- 
cation of San Francisco, 
embracing 


San Francisco, Alameda, Contra Costa 
and Marln counties, was held here in 
St. Mark's church on Bancroft way | 
yesterday, at which Rt. Rev. William 
F. Nichols of the diocese delivered an 
Important address. 


The Bishop spoke at length on the 


necessity of taking steps to redlstrlct 
San Francisco so that the "shepherd- 
Ing of the people" might be carried on 
most effectively. He urged the clergy- 
men, 
on the other hand, not to regard 


parish limits in the work they were 
doing among the people. 
He decried 


the impression which 
had 
gained 


ground among the clergy, as well as 
laymen, that parish boundaries should 
be scrupulously regarded In the mat- 
ter of attendance at church. The sub- 
stance of his speech follows: 
"You cannot 
make 
people go to 


church if they don't want to attend, 
simply because they happen to live 
within certain limits. Let us get out 
of these narrow Ideas about the parish. 
There is no need, on the other hand, 
for doing away with parish distinc- 
tions, as they serve some Important 
uses. 
"Parish boundaries give the rector a 
certain and definite area to canvass. 
He should work that section in every 
possible way. 
He Is responsible for 
the souls of his district and should 
seek them out. The division into par- 
ishes enables the work of the church 
to be concentrated In a way to make 
it more effective. 
"The present is an opportunity for 


deepening the spiritual life, as well as 
strengthening the material interests of 
the church. It did the clergy good to 
get into the bread line. It was well 
that they should .experience a time 
when they might no longer rely upon 
their parishioners. 
They should get 


out among the people in the shanties 
and !n the camps where their advice 
and material assistance is 
needed. 
They should manage to do with the 
primal necessities so long as their 
parishioners are in want. 
'Seek ye 


first the Kingdom of God and his 
righteousness, and all these things will 
be added unto you.' " 
In the afternoon a business meeting 
was held, at"w-hich Rt. Rev. L. C. San- 
ford of St. John's parish In San Fran- 
cisco, who is dean of t*ie convocation, 
presided. Steps were taken to canvass 
the camps In San Francisco to deter- 
mine the religious affiliations of the 
people and toward systematizing the 
communicant list of the convocation.

Apparently the committee assumes that it 


( >\ns the money under its control and is doling out charity to the 
people who are" caring for the burned-out refugees from San Fran- 
c'?co 
Both assumptions are ridiculous. 


The relief fund now held by the San Francisco committee was 


contributed without reservation, and nobody ever dreamed _that 
its disposition rested arbitrarily with the San Francisco committee. 
Relief work first began in Oakland, and the persons needing relief 
v-ere residents of San Francisco, 
the 
persons now being cared 


for by the Oakland committee are refugees from San Francisco, 
vet the S.'n Franci-o committee refuses to let the Oakland commit- 
t-e to ha%e any of the great fund contributed elsewhere for the relief 
t • suffcrm- and destitution because the Oakland City Council has 
,-.fused to'close the saloon* of this city at the command of Mr. 
1 helan and his associates. 


The San Francisco committee had no right to give such a com- 


mand. It had still less right to impose as a condition to apportion- 
ing a share of the relief fund to this city that the saloons be closed. 
The money was for the relief of San Francisco refugees, not the 
saloons or'the poor and destitute of Oakland. The Oakland Relief 
Committee is not responsible for the acts of the City Council and 
cannot control that bocU. 
Indeed, the Oakland Relief Committee 


asked the Council to close the saloons. But with millions of contrib- 
uted money, which t! f y can divide out for deposit in the San Fran- 
cisco banks. Mr. Phelan and his associates can coldly, refuse to give 


| $50,000 to the Oakland committee to assist in taking care of the 


friendless and destitute, many of them ailing women and children, 
who have come to us for shelter from San Francisco. 


It is an outrage, a cold-blooded, arbitrary abuse of a trust. 
In 


all probability the saloons in"this city would have been closed tem- 
porarilv had'not the San Francisco committee made its indecent 
threat'and the newspapers of adjoining towns adopted a hectoring 
' and abusive tone toward the Council in advance of action. Dr. 


Brown and Dr. Dille presented the reasons for closing in a tem- 
perate, convincing and respectful manner, and they voiced the 
sentiments of a large proportion of the best people in the com- 
munity. Had their example been followed by other _advocates of 
saloon closing the result would probably have been different. 
But 


threats and abuse from the outside and the brutal tone of command 
adopted across the bay angered members of the Council and pro- 


! voked indignant protest from all closses of citizens. Citizens— 


men of unquestioned standing and character—who were in favor 
of closing the saloons openly stated they would never vote to close 
them in "the face of the threat made by the San Francisco Relief 
Committee.

it does not resemble an army camp, as- j

occupants are men. women and j 


children. 
It reminds me more of the ' 


Millerlte camp meeting to the east of 
Falrhaven in 1843, the year that Miller 
predicted the world would come to an 
end. 
Of course the tamp was small; 


In comparison. 
I was a boy of thirteen . 


and with other playmates we hovered 
nround the camp to see the ascension, 
and hear the prayers of his deluded 
followers for the Savior to appear. 
San Franciscans are prayine for the 
continuation of life and planning for 
a new city with structures of iron and 
steel which will stand the trembling ot 
the earth's crust while adjusting itselt 
for a more solid foundation. 
I have 


been photographing In the fire district, 
nothing is left in the neighborhood o£ 
500 blocks but tottering wails, melfrl 
brass .twisted iron, bricks and stone, i 
It is the most desolate sight I have 
ever seen. 


FIERY WAVES. 


I have stood on the brink of a vol- 


cano and have seen the fiery waves of 
red hot Java throbbing and dashing in 
the crater below, but to me it was not 
so appalling as the flames that swept' 
with such terrible fury our fair city.

The U. S. mint, which is built of \ 


granite, stood the shock without any i 
perceptible damage from the outside.; 
The north side felt the effect of the 
t 
flre. A very narrow street runs parallel 
with tha building, east and west, which ( 
brought the flre much nearer than the 
other sides running parallel with the 
main streets. 
The heat on that side ', 


was so Intense that the granite wails \ 
are badly scaled and windows gone. I 
never saw a fire chip the granite like ' 
this before. Th» new postofflce is dam- 
aged by the earthquake. 
The north- ' 
east corner la shattered, the stone | 
work Is bulged out from the iron frame , 
and Is now braced by heavy timbers ( 
to prevent it from falling out. At tha , 
southeast corner the sideualk and part 
of the street have sunk four or five feet, 
hut the building has not settled.

walked through the corridor of the 
building and found the marble slabs 
used to finish the walls had fallen In 
f 
several places; business was going on i 
a» usual and crowds of people were 1 
passing through. 
I did not see any 


injury from the flre.

Many [ 
weie of historic value, as the people, 
have passed away.

not only a great loss to me, but to my j 
patrons.
